RHIZOMATOUS BEGONIAS | 

ascetosa -- unequal, roundish leaves with short hairs over entire plant. 1,00 each, 

Boweri -- small-leaved, suitable for the terrarium; leaves green, with black markings 
along edge, where long hairs stand erect, 41,00 each, 

Boweri major -- like the above but a larger growing plant. +;1,00 each, 

circumlobata -- Chinese plant, with deeply-lobed leaves, 41,00 each, 

Dayii -- medium green leaf with chocolate veins; small, pale, greenish-white flowers 
in winter and spring.

fusca -- large, medium-green leaves; large clusters of deep-pink flowers on raised stem 
in winter.
